the past thirty years jpon the slavery 
question, could end in a long and terrible 
war that destroyed a whole industrial sys­ 
tem, and radically and totally changed our 
p a1 it teal and social relations, without leav­ 
ing a situation which is not settled because 
ot what is called reconstruction. 
ll does not follow, and it is not truc( 
thai everything is precisely as it was be 
fore, with the exception of slavery, merely 
b< cause there are no armies in the field, 
aud because the States have resumed their 
relation to the Union.

As a characteristic of the man, it is 
stated that about this period Mr. Mackay 
was frequently saying that if he could 
only gel together $25,0000 to make the de­ 
clining years ol bis dear mother comforta­ 
ble his greatest ambition in life would be 
attained.

Colonel Eohriam Blaine, Commissary Gen­ 
eral of the Continental Army. 
From the New York Tribune, Orb. 
An officer of the Commissary Depart­ 
ment of the United Slates army commu­ 
nicates the following Interesting bit of his 
tory: “At the late celebration at Valley 
Forge it should not have been forgotten 
that special and honorable mention was 
due to the officer of the Commissary De­ 
partment of the Continental army who re­ 
ally saved Washington’s 
troops 
from 
starvation during that awful winter. That 
officer was Colonel Ephriam Blaine, of 
Carlisle, Pennsylvania, who was then 
Commissary 
General 
cf tho 
Middle 
Department, and who 
in the ensu­ 
ing 
summer 
of 
1778, 
on 
the resignation of General Wadsworth, was 
made Coiumiagary General of the entire 
Continental army, on the personal recom­ 
mendation of General Washington. Colo­ 
nel Blaine held the position till the close of 
tho Revolutionary struggle In 1783. He 
was a man of large fortune when the war 
broke out, and the records show that dur­ 
ing tho trying times of the Valley Forge 
winter be was able, with the aid of person­ 
al friends, to make an advance ol $600,000 
for the U96 of the patriot army—an enor­ 
mous 
sum 
of 
money 
at that tim s. 
Colonel 
Blaine 
died 
early 
In 
this 
cefitnry, 
and lies buried at Car 
lisle, Pennsylvania, where he was born in 
1740, his parents being among the earliest 
of the Scotch and Scotch-lrish immigrants 
to the Cumberland Valley. It is worthy of 
remark that three of the Commissary Gen­ 
erals of tho United States array were born 
and reared in Carlisle —Colonel Blaine, 
General Gibson, and the present incum­ 
bent, General McFecly. Colonel Blaine'* 
descendants arc quite numerous in Penn­ 
sylvania and the West. Senator Blaine, of 
Maine, is bis great grandson.”

Joseoh Gook at the West. 
Chicago Correspondence Christian Union. 
Joseph Cook has made his second advent 
here, but has not captured it ho city the 
second time. His popularity rn the north­ 
west has seemed to be almost as britt as 
blue glass fever. Ten mouths ago ho came 
and commanded a conquest. Tho Metho­ 
dist camping ground here, Lake Bluff, pre­ 
sented him as its star performer. Ile rose 
and set well and shone brilliantly through 
three successive days. Tho forest rang 
alike with his eloquence and his praises, 
and the daily press put him in expensive 
print at full length. Thousands forgot the 
heat, and pressed by crowded cars over a 
round trip of sixty mjfes for the pleasure 
of sitting upon a hard seat and hearing 
Joseph Cook sing songs in abstract philoso­ 
phy. Now he comes agaio, but he comes 
to empty benches by the hundred In a 
common lecture hall. Twice he issays an 
audieoco and ends in drawing only a few 
hundred people to bim. Yet this theme 
of Strikers and Communists w as tilling a 
large place iu public thought, and Does 
Death End All ? is probably his moot not­ 
ed discourse.

JANESVILLE EXCURSIONISTS. 
Bost)N, July 12tb, 1878. 
My former letter loft ui at Toronto, inc 
Capital of OnUrio, ffnct*18G7. 
We baited 
bere aa our way to look over tho city, 
which deserves more than » passim? no­ 
tice. It is beautifully situated on a small 
bay at the mouth of the river Don, on the 
north shore ot Lake Ontario. 
The city 
rises quietly from the water, and evteuds 
back two miles or more. Most of the bus­ 
iness part is imposing, indicating industry 
rift. The business blocks aru sub- 
i| tad elegant lu appearance. 
The 
laid 
ihe£ btrfet* cross 
right angles an J t^any of 
them present long rows t>I neat, contorta- 
hie sod commodious residence*, and is eft 
deuce of wealth, refinement and culture. 
Mony of the church and school edifices mid 
public buildings aud elegant private resi­ 
dences are of cut stone. The city has an 
ample supply of pure and wholesome 
water Which is taken from the lake and 
filtered through the sand of a small island 
oyer which it passes, then conveyed in 
?- sunken pipes acron the bay and forced up 
by pumps into a 
reservoir 
ou high 
ground which gives it sufficient head to 
, carry it over the city. Toronto has three 
pubbc parks. The Queen's park is near 
the centre of the city and contains thirty- 
five acres. We approached it by a grand 
avenue of a quarter of a mile in length, 
tined with btatcly elm s; but on arriv­

at

taste and skill in ornamenting it ll is not 
in keeping with the wealth and refinement 
of (the city.

Th if college and the preparatory 
school connected with it are not nuder the 
patronage of any particular church organi­ 
sation, but free to all alike. They arc sup 
ported by endowment of public lands from 
the province. 
l i e city ho* two other paras now ie 
process of arrangement aud much larger 
than this, and it is to be hoped they will 
make them more attractive. 
Among the 
churches, ot which there are seventy of 
voriousdenmmuation* St. J sines Cathedral 
(Church of England) is the most elegant 
Wa ware pleased to have an opportunity 
to look upon the interior of this noble 
structure and listen to the deep aud solemn 
tones of its grand organ. 
The custom house, postoffice, Governor’s 
residence, and legislative buildings are all 
elegant and substantial, aud arc <4 m oKrn 
tty ie. 
Toronto has vofiou* asylums, charitable 
institutions, hospital* aud homes t<*r the 
Unfortunate. 
These are sustained ny en­ 
dowments of public lands and legislative 
grants 
The city makes liberal nppropri durns for 
public inst rue: ion. 
We had the plmi-ur«* 
ot looking through the Normal school, but 
bnf limited time won!I only admit cl a 
hasty glance. The building is only tiro 
•lories high, which is high enough lor any 
school, but overs a large area <if ground, 
the yard is handsomely decorated auh 
trees, shrub* and ' Dowers. There are sev­ 
eral large rooms approj rideJ to ti e dis­ 
play ut rare sped me us ol art ot anc font aud 
modelu limos. Here the* student «d tho 
wort Ta history may dud illustrations in 
ac ic u <e, literature aud art, extciidiuy far 
hock into the dim ages ol the past.

noticed one large door bearing the luicf ip- 
tfott “ ihsati* " Upon opening it we fouud 


is spread out like a lake, Irom three to six 
miles wide, the water is dicp, aud of an 
Liner ald hue. Tho bed of the river from 
Kingston lo Quebec Is a Do it of rocks, and 
wbcic there lsgreat descent in the channel, 
which occurs at intervals of a lew miles 
from Cb money Ll and, near Ogdensburg, 
lo Montreal, we have dangerous rapids of 
greater or less extent. As we descend the 
river they <xx:ur in the billowing order: 
Galop Rapid, which is not more than a 
mile or two in length, aud not very *deep. 
Passing this a lev miles we come to Long 
Sault Rapid, which is I! miles in length. 
It is divided in the center by an island, and 
the channel on the Canadian side was for­ 
merly considered impassable, but recent 
examination proves that it may bu passed 
in safety. Our boat went dowu this chan­ 
nel. While this is not considered tho most 
dangerous Rapid, there is no one in our 
passage'.more exciting. 
Our boat seems 
like a toy on tho angry surging waters 
dashing headlong with the speed of an ar­ 
row amid the splash and roar of the awful 
ll*kxI that surrounds us 
A little incident 
happened in passing this rapid that the 
Captain informed us had never occurred 
with him before. 
When about halt way 
down the rapid it fs necessary to make 
quite a sharp turn to keep the channel. 
This must be done by the pilot at the right 
moment, and 
with great skill and ac­ 
curacy. 
Just before we entered the Rapid the 
table had beam set tor dinner, aud tu mak­ 
ing the turn in the channel, by some little 
mistake as to time or action at the wheel, 
our boat was careened on the larboard 
side to some thirty d« grces irom a horizon­ 
tal position, and amin the din and roar of 
the waters we heard the clatter and smash 
of crockery within, and as the boat righted, 
we beheld the dishes ol the* dinner tabla 
scattered over the cabin ll >or in rather a 
promiscuous and dilapidated condition. 
From the foot of these rapids we glide 
over the smooth deep waters of the lit. 
Lawrence which expands out into what is 
called Lake St. Franc:?, some forty miles 
rn length until we reach Coteau du Loc 
Rapid. It is about two miles in extent aud 
not very boisterous, seven miles below this 
commences the little Cedar Rapid, winch 
is three miles long, thou comes the Cedar, 
Split Rock and Cascade Rapids. Here at 
one point we have the sharpest descent In 
any of the Rapids. The boat moving 3 
miles in 7 ^ minutes. 
In going through the^split Rock passige 
timid persons will hold their breath tor a 
few moments. 
In standing on the bow ct 
the boat they sec a cataract bi fore them, 
which seems to stretch across the rushing 
waters plunging in wild contusion, but as 
we near it we see a chaunel .just wide 
enough to admit our boat; we rush through 
it while the waters roll and roar on either 
side ot us forming great hollow whirl pools 
which seem to suck Hie waters dowu to 
unknown depths. In these falls we have a 
descent of 8212 feet in eleven miles, while 
a great part of it is embraced in short 
pitches which in the aggregate would make 
scarcely one mile. 
These rapids termInate at the head d 
Lake St. Lotii0, where we observe the dark 
waters of the ottowa by ono of its mouths 
euter the St Lawrence. 
The other outlet 
of the Ottowa Is some Ii I teen miles below 
Montreal. 
We approach within nine miles ol Mon­ 
treal, and here we enter the Tach in

He is “mach 
big Ingeu,” weighs 220 pounds, and i$ 09 
years old, yet straight, rueged and strung, 
lie wa? the first man lo discover the chan­ 
nel of these rapids IG year* ago; aud while 
tin re are a doyen or more of other pilots 
who can and do conduct boats daily down 
them with as great safety a? the old ludlan, 
he is sought tor os a pilot and held in high 
estimation on account of hi? celebrity and 
skill. Steamboats cannot ascend any of the

A report reached this city yesterday that 
a most foul murder had been committed 
near Shoplere, and naturally caused con­ 
siderable commotion among those who 
heard of the affair. No one at first seemed 
to be in possession of any of the details, but 
towards night the rumors became more 
tangible but not altogether accurate In re 
gard to some of the details. 


TUE FOLLOWING AHC THE FACTS 
as ascertained from a visit to the scene of 
the blo tdy affair, and tty the evidence 
brought out in the coroner’s inquest yes 
terday. 
The murder was committed in the town 
of Turtle, on what is known as the old 
“Mack farm" late on Saturday night or 
early Sunday morning. 
THE VICTIM 
Mr. George U. Mack about 37 years of age 
had owned and 
lived Ufo a the farm 
since the spring of 1874. Au inquest was 
bt Id by E. i \ King Esq., on Suuday, the 
jury rendering a verdict that deceased 
came to bis death by acts of violence per* 
petrated by person or persons uuknown 
The tacts iu the case so far a9 gathered art* 
these. Mr. Mack kept two hired men 
About 5 o’clock Munday 
morning the 
younger of the two Joe. Watson was awak 
coed by the other, Frank Dickinson who 
asked him if he would get up and feed the 
horses, as he 
wa9 
tired and 
wanted 
to 
lie 
a 
while 
longer. 
Watson got up and reached the barn just 
as the sun was coining up. He went into 
the barn and ted the horses, and as he came 
out by the et&blo door lie discovered 
George Mack uuderoneof the horses 
CDVEIIED WITH BLOOD] 
and dead. He at once gave the alarm, 
and with the assistance of Dickinson they 
brought him into the house, and then 
aroused the neighbors. He cave evidence 
of having bucn dead som-* hours. 
There 
was a heavy cut over his right temple, tyc 
scull fractured on the back side of his 
Head, three ribs broken on the left side, one 
on the right side, his face scratched deep­ 
ly, and the whole body pummeled and 
bruised from bead to foot. 
Doctors Bell 
and Strong, of Beloit, who attended the In­ 
quest, gave it a9 their opinion that the 
wounds were none of them caused by the 
kick of a horse, an I that the jury were ol 
the 9amc opinion wa9 evidenced by tLe 
finding in their verdict. In her testimony 
before the jury Mrs. Mack, tho wife of the 
murdered man, admitted that

wound. Watson, tho younger of the two 
hired men, denies there being any wounds 
upon Mack’s head on Saturday, and Dr. 
Strong says the wound could not have been 
made Friday, as it was a fresh wound when 
the body was found, tho blood flowing 
freely from it Frank Dickinson, a young 
man about twenty ihree years old, came 
here from Horicon last spring and hired 
our to Mr. Mack. After working about 
two months they had a quarrel, and 
DICKINSON WHIPPED MACK. 
Mack went to Beloit and look out a war­ 
rant for him but returning home, to pre­ 
serve peace in the family, he went back 
and withdrew his suit, paying the costs 
himself. He, however, discharged Dickin- 
insou. bud he left the place. Some three 
or tour weeks ago while Mack was very 
sick, his wife sent tor him to come back, 
which he did, and has remained there to 
the present time. It appears that Dickin­ 
son was at work on the place, under Mia 
Mack’s orders, for two or three days before 
Mr. Mack knew that Dickinson had boun 
sci at work again. Mr. Mack being sick 
abed at the time his wife hired Dickinson 
His testimony at the inquest was of such a 
character that he was suspected of being 
implicated in the murder,and was prompt­ 
ly arrested and lodged rn the calaboose at 
Beloit last night, and we learn that 


OTHERS AKE SUSPECTED, 
and will probably be arrested after the 
funeral, which takes place at three o'clock 
to-day. The Mack farm Is about eight 
miles from our city on Turtle Creek. The 
village is greatly agitated over this most 
fiendish and brutal affair and demands a 
thorough 
and searching investigation. 
There is a strong feeling regarding the mat* 
tor, that Mock was murdered by Dickin­ 
son aud by parties who<e names will prob­ 
ably be made public to-morrow. 
Mack 
besides hts wile, leaves three small chil­ 
dren, the oldest about thirteen years of 
age. 
The appearance of Mrs. Mack at the 
time of the inquest has caused considerable 
comment. She showed no signs of grief, 
and even smiieJ at different times during 
the examination. She rciused at first to 
answer any questions unless ahu had “ a 
lawyer lo tell her what to answer'’—to use 
her own words. (She dually changed her 
mind, however, aud answered such ques­ 
tions as Were put to her.
